® tppose the prince noticed the fashions worn 
&. the opera. He could not, however, have 
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missed the effect made by these fashions. 
This effect was that of a super-pageant. 
There were gowns of every rich fabric, wraps 
of every regal pelt. And if there was a jewel 
left at home with its old nurse that night I 
am very much mistaken. As one of my 
friends whispered: “These diamonds aren't 


tflaras—they’re sunbonnets.” 


There were many satin gowns worn in the 
boxes. Also much velvet. And as for tulle, 
the fashionable New York women seemed to 
wing their way to their boxes on pinions of 
this gossamer fabric. Most of the frocks had 
the draped skirt and classic silhouette. Some 
of them were square necked and some had 
the V opening.

We say thoughtfully, because the horse 
show made clear one bit of lore. Most women 
under 30—and who isn’t?—-wear the very, 


very short skirts which 
are the special doom of 
Paris. If you are a 
debutante, indeed, you 
don't bother much more 
with a skirt than the 
figure at the right. 

This frock, snapped 
as it was worn at the 
show by the pretty deb- 
utante accompanying 
Miss Flora Whitney, is 
of the marron duvetyn 
for which there is now 
such a rage. The 
striking part about it 
is the division of the 
skirt into sixteen nar 
row panels floating out 
over an underskirt of 
marron satin. This 
combination of duvetyn and satin is, we may 
say in passing, one of the events of the 
present winter. The long gloves worn with 
this are of suede to match the gown.

From my recent experience with 
half a dozen different sorts of tin 
molds, high and low, small and large, 
I should say that the amateur would 
best use a small one with a tight fit- 
ting cover. 

Steam cooking is an art in itself. 
Steamed dumplings require that you 
put on a tight lid to your kettle and 
keep it tight, and you should remem- 
ber this when steaming puddings. A 
perfectly cooked steameds pudding is 
well puffed up and dry on the surface. 

Managed no fat is cooked 
out nor any water cooked into it.
